The meeting of the board of mayor 


and aldermen on Monday evening was

Boston and Maine railroad's 


petition for rights of location o£ the 
proposed extensions and additions to 
its electric street railway in this city. 


AH the members of the board were 


present at the roll call. 
After the 


records of the previous regular meeting 


greatly interested 
in tke poles, both j 


arguing strongly in favor of iron ones,; 
on all the routes, instead of iron at 
some places and wooden «lsewbere, as 
is proposed by the Boston and Maine. 


Civil Engineer Thompson said that 


while iron poles, perhaps, are more 
sightly and less cumbersome, still 
wooden ones are safer and will last 
almost as long. Iron polea cost four or 
five times as much an those of oak or 
chestnut. 


Aid. Phinney thought it would be a 


good plan for the board to go over the 
routes and note in person the proposed 
locations of the poles and tracks, as the 
previous board had done. 
"And at 


the expense of the Boston and Maine 
railroad," put in Aid. Vanghan. 


Mr, Thompson said that he would 


gladly conduct the aldermen around, 
and on motion of Aid. Phinney, when 
the board adjourned at nine o'clock, it 
was to meet at the city hall this (Taea 
day) 
afternoon at a quarter after four 


o'clock, for the purpose of making this 
trip of inspection.

circulation of the blood be as free as it 
should be. 


In further explanation he says that 


the pilloAv and bolster keep the head 
and neck at au abnormal angle, and 
that consequently the sleeper's entire 
body remains during the night in an 
uncomfortable position and one which 
impedes the free course of the blood 
through the vessels and organs. The 
only remedy, he maintains, is to adopt 
a horizontal position, since by It alone 
is absolute rest guaranteed, and this 
rest is due to the fact that In such a 
position the ligaments of the neck are 
not strained or distorted, the lungs eas- 
ily perform their proper 'work and the 
heart beats regularly.

Origin of Blanket. 


Now an enterprising burgess of Bris- 


tol began to introduce into Bristol a 
new manufacture, which eventually 
gave him a name and immortalized his 
fame. Thomas, henceforth known as 
Thomas Blanket (blnuchette, a whi;e 
cloth), set up looms in his house nnd 
hired weavers to make a better kind of 
fabric—i. e., superior to bluet, russet 
faldincs. and a striped cloth for serv- 
ants called Bristol cotton—bleached in 
the wool, close woven, almost like felt 
and fairly waterproof- 


As a matter of course, there was an 


outcry against this, the authorities, 
and the weavers in particular, not lik- 
ing to see foreign aud better skilled ar- 
tisans brought into their town. So the 
mayor and bailiffs levied a rate tipou 
them for setting up their machines. 
The king, however, had more perspi- 
cacity than they, and by the following 
letter relieved the young manufactur- 
ers of the impolic [sic] burden. It is 
addressed to the mayor and bailiffs. 
[Here it is given in extenso.] At con- 
siderable length It decrees that no let 
or hindrance is to be given to "Thomas 
Blanket and others, burgesses of tho 
said town of Bristol; that they shall 
erect such machines as they like, aud 
there shall be 110 hindrance nor re- 
proach [calumnia] given them for thus 
doing."— Letter of Seyer, 1339. •

Does it not occur to us that perhaps cago Herald, 


the animal heads were symbolic also 
and the cats and crocodiles were em- 
balmed because of their sacred signifi- 
cance? The Egyptians were not fools, 
nnd we must not laugh at their wor- 
ship of the cat without seeking to un- 
derstand it. 


Trees, serpents and other things 


had a place in the religious symbolism 
of the Egyptians. 
The persea tree 


seems to mark the place of sunrising 
on midsummer day, and, curiously, 
there was a "great cat" connected with 
this tree. In the seventeenth chapter 
of the ''Book of the Dead" tbe cat is 
explained to be Ra himself, the chief 
god. 
A. serpent was often carried in 


long mystical procession, and in some 
of tlie pictures a cat is represented in 
the act of cutting off its head. Along 
with the ass, the cat is called a sayer 
of great words in the Hall of the Two 
Truths. 


These instances are enough to show 


that the cat had a place in the religious 
symbolism of the Egyptians. The lion, 
the serpent, the crocodile, the bull nnd 
other animals each had its special sig- 
nificance. The bull was so important 
that a sacred bull, called the Apis, was 
kept at Memphis and treated with 
great respect. But he was not allowed 
to live more than 25 years, and the 
most likely reason is that he represent- 
ed a lunar cycle of 25 years, which 
must terminate punctually. When he 
was taken through the city in annual 
procession, people would nslc aud tell 
how old he was, and he would thus be 
a walking almanac. If lie did not die 
naturally, he was drowned at the age 
of 25, because tue new cycle had to be- 
gin, and a new divine Apis must ue 
found. But he was honored by being 
embalmed and buried in a granite snr- 
cophagus in the neighborhood of the 
pyramids. 


The burial place of the sacred bulls 


was discovered by Mariette in 18T»1, 
aud every visitor to Egypt goes to see 
these tombs. Each of the stone coffins 
had its memorial inscription. For ex- 
ample, "In the twentieth year, the 
month Mesori, the twentieth day, un- 
der the reiga of King Tsametik I, the 
majesty of the living Apis departed to 
heaven. This god was carried in peace 
(to his burial) to the beautiful land of 
the west." 


Now, there was a burial place for sa- 


cred cats as well as sacred bulls, and 
the i-easoa was no doubt the same— 
namely, that they hnd a place in the 
symbolic worship. A cemetery of cats 
existed near Bubastis, which is the 
modern Tel Basta, not far from Zag-a- 
zig Junction, on the railway. Buried 
in the mound M. Naville some years 
ago found the ruined temple of Bast 
or Pasht, the cat goddess, who gave 
her name to tlie city. The foundation 
of Bubastis carries us back to the be- 
ginning of tlie historical times of Egypt 
and is contemporary with the pyra- 
mids, tho oldest monuments. 


Herodotus says: "The temple- stands 


in the middle of the city and is visible 
on all sides as one walks round it; 
for, as the city has been raised up by 
nn embankment while the temple has 
been left untouched in its original con- 
dition, you look down upon it wher- 
ever you nre. A low wall runs round 
the inclosurc, having figures engraved 
upon it. and inside there is n grove of 
beautiful tnll trees growing round the 
shrine which contains the imnge of the 
goddess." And concerning the goddess 
herself he says, "The Bulmtis of the 
Egyptians is the same as tbe Artemis 
of the Greeks." To this we may ndd 
that the Artemis of the Creeks Is gen- 
erally said to be the same as the Diana 
of the Uomnns, n goddess of light rep- 
resenting the moon. 


Thus we see that Bust or Pnsht was 


connected with the cat on the one hand 
and the moon on the other. So It \r, 
quUe feasible that puss when she 
ngurcs ns a symbol In the Egyptian 
worship represents something In the 
domain of astronomy nnd the calen- 
dar. Ovid calls the cat the sister of 
the moon, nnd says that Pauht took 
the form of a cat to avoid Tynlion. 
According to Plutarch, n cat pi need In 
<i lustrum denoted the moon." It la

S-o«ie Names ot Xew Torfe Streets. 
Vi'e come upon a record, bearing upon 


the names of the streets, showing how 
those were witnesses and still remain 
witnesses to the men of old time and to 
the importance of the parish In that 
faroff day. It has been observed that 
the rectors aud clergy of Trinity were 
among the most conspicuous figures of 
the period and that many of the streets 
were named after persons or objects 
connected with the parish, as, for cx- 
nmple. Hector street, Church street, 
Chapel street, Vesey street and Bar- 
clay street. It would appear that the 
right to give names to the streets laid 
out on the church lands was a prerog- 
ative of the vestry. 
We find them 


passing a resolution to the effect that 
the streets of the church lauds north 
of Reade street and at right angles with 
the river should be-named successively 
Duane, Jay, Harrison, Provost, Moore, 
Beach and Hubert streets. Four years 
later they ordered that the four streets 
southwest of Hubert street should be 
named Vestry. Laight, Desbrosses aud 
"Watts, the last being called after John 
Watts, the loyal recorder of the city of 
New York, whose bronze statue now 
stands in Trinity churchyard. — llev. 
Morgan Dix's "History of Trinity Par- 
ish."

The Bermuda Lily. 


The Bermuda lily was introduced into 


this country in 1ST5. Two plants In 
bud and bloom were brought to Phila- 
delphia by a lady and given to a florist. 
This florist, appreciating their beauty 
and value, cultivated the plants for tho 
bulbs. Since that time the exporting 
of tho Illy bulbs has boon one of tho 
industries of Bermuda. Very few lilica 
are exported, as the cut flowers do not 
arrive In good condition. Xor does it 
pay to export tho growing plants, be- 
cause of the duty and the cost of 
freighting so delicate a cargo. Tho 
bulbs are exported all over the world 
and are a valuable source of revenue. 
Thus these great beautiful lilies have 
a new slgnllicance. They bloom that 
dying they may como to life under new 
conditions, where they surpass in beau- 
ty what they were In their native home. 
Tho cultivating of the bulbs means 
special care of the flowers, for to this 
care Is due tho finality of tho bulb. —

To be eligible for the jury it is necessa- 


ry to be a French citizen, not less than 
30 jefirs of age, to enjoy all the political 
mid chil rights and to know how to read 
and write, but by exception neither mag- 
istrates nor government functionaries nor ] 
salaried domestic servants arc eligible. 
Men oC 70 years oC age are dispensed 
with, as also those whose labor is neces- 
sary for their daily bread or tho«e who 
hn\e served as jurymen during the cur- 
icnt or previous year. 


Kveij jear a list of eligible jurymen is 


drawn up by the government authorities. 
TIi roe thousand tire chosen for the de- 
pal tment of the Seine. In all others the 
pioportiou is that of ono to eveiy 500 in • 
habitants, but fixed residence is necessa- 
ry to be eligible. Ten days before the 
opening of the sessions of tho assises, or 
assizes, tho names of 3(5 jurymen ure 
drawn by ballot oat of the annual list. 
with the addition of four supplementary 
jurymen, to serve during the session, 
which la^ts a fortnight. As in England, 
12 men make up the jury, but in criminal 
cases one or two extra jurymen are pres- 
ent dining the trial in readiness to take 
the place of any one absolutely prevented 
from nttcudinR. The complete list of the 
S^ names is handed to the prisoner the 
day before the trial begins. Any juryman1 


fulling to attend without sending notice 
oC impediment to be submitted to the 
court is liable to a fine of from 200 francs 
to 500 francs for the first offense, 1,000 
francs for the second and 1,500 francs for 
tlie third, which also involves the for- 
feiture of his right iu future to sit in any 
jtiry.

SAFETY SPYGLASS. 


31 en Can Now Make Obser- 


vations Without Danger. 


The ordinary telescope and spyglass 


•which military officers have used for 
more than 100 years is gradually giv- 
ing place to an instrument far more 
powerful and less likely to expose an 
observer to the long distance fire of an, 
enemy, says The Scientific American. 
The list of dead and wounded sent 
home from South Africa sho^vs that 
the modern high power magazine rifle 
has rendered the lot of the command- 
ing officer far more hazardous thau it 
once was. This increased danger and 
the great ranges at which modern bat- 
tles are fought have been the chief rea 
sons why the ordinary spyglass has 
been found inadequate by the modern 
army officer. 


The new instrument consists of t«o 


tubes hinged together and carried by a 
central handle. Each tube is provided 
with an objective and with an eye- 
piece. By means of a system of total 
reflection prisms the image formed by 
the objective is so deflected that tho 
eyepiece, mounted at right angles to 
the tubes, may properly present it to 
the eye. 


When the instrument is open, the dis- 


tance between the two objectives Is 
about 16 inches. The lenses and tubes 
arc so arranged that a stereoscopic ef- 
fect Is obtained. 
Jn order to make use of the stereo- 
scopic spyglass the eyepieces are first 
purposely focused. Since in the major- 
ity of oases both eyes of the same per- 
son are not equal, the two eyepieces arc 
focused Independently. The instru- 
ments are regulated for a 2 0 Inch spac- 
ing of the eyes, which is tho average.

The stereoscopic spyglass may bejem- 


ploye<! in two different positions of the 
telescopes, one nearly horizontal and 
the other nearly vertical. 


It is hardly necessary to dwell upon 


the utility of the instrument from a 
military point of view. Prom a very 
interesting report made by Lieutenant 
'Colonel Becker of the Swiss army we 
select the following passage: "With a 
common ordnance fieldglass we observ- 
d at a distance of about two miles a 
trigonometric signal situated at tbe 
same height as ourselves and on the 
verge of a forest. It was Impossible to 
recognize whether this signal was upon 
tbe very outskirts of the forest or re- 
mote therefrom. 
Upon making the 


same observation with the stereoscopic 
spyglass the signal appeared remote 
from the edge of the forest, and it was 
possible, besides, to estimate the dis- 
tance that separated it therefrom at 40 
or 50 feet. The artilleryman will at 
once recognize the advantages that 
may be derived from so precise an ob- 
servation.'' 


The instrument under consideration 


magnifies 10 times and embraces a 
linear field of 65 yards. Its weight is 
about a pound and a half, and it may; 
he easily carried in a case.

Pinsburg. April 22.—The most •wide- 


spread and destructive sionii from a 
tuaierial point of view has passed. It 
has left & zone of ruin 200 miles iu 


It was uuusual iu that It 


possessed so many different features. 
C'ities 70 miles from Pinsburg were 
ried up by cue of the worst suow- 
itoruis ever knowu. \Vliile the snow- 
fall was from IS inches to 3 feet deep, 
which Is uot extraordinary, the snow 
was so wet that it clung in weighty 
masses to shade and fruit trees and 
electric wires and poles, bearing them 
to the earth. It settled on steam and 
street , Ulroads like wet sand, stopping 
all tran.c aad making pedestrianlsin a 
feat for only the most hardy. 
The 


fall was so heavy and spontaneous in 
some places that the residents declare 
it seemed like the bursting of a snow- 
cloud. 


A few mile? away from these unfor- 


tunate towns were municipalities in 
Just as dire straits from rain, but with 
speedier prospect for relief, as the rain 
will run off faster than the snow can 
melt, yet here traffic was practically 
suspended. 
Water overflowed 
and 


washed out railroad tracks, and hill- 
sides came down and buried the rails. 
In addition nearly every town on the 
Ohio river between Pittsburg and 
Wheeling was in darkness last night. 
Electric light plants or their wires 
are damaged, and the gas in the mains 
is generally turned off. In previous 
floods this precaution was not taken, 
aad the result was explosions, with 
loss of life and property. 
The gas 


companies will wait until the waters 
subside sufficiently to permit an in- 
spection of the pipes and to repair any 
leaks. So half a million or more peo- 
ple are groping in what appears to 
them the blackest darkness compared 
with years of cheap and brilliant il- 
lumination. 


Few Fat*llUe«. 


A remarkable feature of the storm is 


that but few fatalities directly attrib- 
utable to this cause have been report- 
ed. A railroader caught in a wreck 
caused by a landslide and the death of 
an old woman from shock are the on- 
ly ones known so far. There may be 
many others, but as communication is 
cut off from many populous places it 
will be the end of the week before the 
total can be footed up. 


The money loss is just as difficult to 


foot up. It may reach $3,000,000. The 
railroads think they have lost $1,000,- 
000. 
The loss of wages to the army of 


workers in manufacturing plants up 
and down the rivers will mount up to 
?500,000, anft ilie repairs to plants will 
be a large sum. The damage to stores, 
stocks, residences and furniture iu 
Pittsburg, Allegheny and towns and 
cities down the Ohio will probably 
reach $500,000. The telegraph compa- 
nies have suffered severely, but cannot 
yet compute their loss. 


In addition there is the enormous in- 


3irect damage caused by the almost 
complete suspension of trade. What 
that amounts to no one can determine 
exactly, and estimates simply reflect 
the conservative or radical character of 
the computer. 


ManNaclinxetts Dam Gives Way. 
Springfield, Mass., April 22,—The res- 


srvoir on the Middlefield river, a tribu- 
tary of the Westfleld river, broke away 
late yesterday afternoon, precipitating 
iu immense volume of water down the 
valley through Chester and Hunting- 
ton, destroying a large amount of prop- 
erty and completely demoralizing the 
Boston and Albany railroad system be- 
iwcen Westfield and Pittsfleld. Large 
sections of the double track of the rail- 
ro.id are washed out, and a stone arch 
bridge between Chester and Middle- 
field was swept away by the flood. Tel- 
sgraph and telephone service is seri- 
ously interfered with, and the reports 
from the flooded district' were very 
meager today. Xo loss of life has been 
reported, and the property loss is prin- 
cipally from railroad and highway 
damage, small buildings swept away 
and flooded houses and stores. 


Driven From Their Homo. 


Himtingtoik W. Va., April 22.—At G 


j'clock last evening the rain and snow 
which had been falling for 78 hours 
ceased. The Ohio has passed the dnn- 
a;er line of 50 feet and is still rising 3.9 
inches an hour, with* the Ouyandotte, 
Big Sandy, Tug and Twelve Pole also 
rising rapidly at all points. Fully ten 
Ceet more water is expected here. The 
Kanawha and New rivers nre also still 
rising.

before iiuiruiug. The Allegheny river 
is also very high, and residents living 
near its lianks are preparing to i!ee tu 
high ground. Tho l-'rie railroad suc- 
ceeded in getting its passenger trains 
through last night, the lirst in 2(5 hours 
from Chicago. The linemen at work 
repairing wires declare the storm to 
have destroyed more wires than any 
previous one in years. Several build- 
ings t-ollapsed on account of the heavy 
snowv. 


Floods IB Kentucky. 


Maysville. Ky., April ±J.—The resi- 


dents of Front street in this city be- 
gan moUiig up stairs last night ou ac- 
:-onnt of the high water. The Ohio 
river was rising 3V. inches per hour. 
The government gauge registered 47 
feet at 7 p. m. A blinding snowstorm 
raged all Sunday afternoon. 
Trains 


from the east are from foar to six 
hours late. With ten feet more wa- 
ter the gas and electric- lights will be 
shut off, leaving the city in darkness, 
and that stage is expected. Back wa- 
ter has caused much damage, extend- 
ing out into the country for miles. 


Great DftJnnsre In Connecticut. 


New Haven, April 22.—Reports from 


around the'state show that the damage 
done by the floods resulting from rain 
of the last 30 hours has been very se- 
rious. A score of washouts have oc- 
curred on the Central New England 
railroad between Winsted and Hart- 
ford. 
The tracks of the Naugatuck 


division of the Consolidated railroad 
and also those of the Winchester Street 
railroad are completely submerged, 
and travel has been suspended. At 
Torrington the Naugatuck 
river is 


higher than it has been for a number 
of years. 


Buffalo Creak Over'flows. 


Buffalo. April '2'Z —Buffalo creek over- 


flowed its banks last night, and sever- 
al streets in the lower part of Soutli 
Buffalo arc under water. Street car 
service on two lines running through 
that section has been abandoned, and 
many cellars are flooded. The situa- 
tion is not sei-ious. but the river is still 
rising, and the rain continues to fall 
intermittently.

Germany Is the 
second great coal exporting country 
of the world, and her exports only in- 
.-reased from 9.145,000 metric tons in 
181*0 to 15,270,000 tons in 1900. 
The 


United States now ranks third in the 
matter of coal exportations, while Bel- 


oi ranks fourth, with a total ex- 


portation of U.I 14,000 tons in 1&90 and 
6.931.575 tons in 1900. Thus the rela- 
tive growth of coal exports from the 
[Juited States by far exceeds that of 
any other nation, while it now holds 
third place in actual exportation. 


In production the United States has 


within the last two years taken first 
rank, her total coal production in 1890, 
the latest available year, being 220,- 
553.501 tons against 220,094.781 tons 
by the United Kingdom, while in 1S90 
the production of the United King- 
dom was 181,014,288 tons and that of 
the United States 140,882,729 tons.

They, no doubt, thought they 
would be ruined by the depreciation in 
the value of their farms. 


The great question in North Hamp- 


ton today is, when will the electric road 
be built. It is certainly very generally 
favored by all classes. 
Thus we note 


the different sentiment expressed with- 
in half a century. Could the Boston <fc 
Maine extend their electric road to the 
Center, they would undoubtedly find ir 
patronized beyond all expectation, and 
as profitable as any mile on the road.
